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"RACE WAR"IN DENVER 


It was nearly midnight. One routine bus transfer 
would get Jeannie Van Velkinburgh home to bed. 
When the white guys began harassing the black 
man seated next to her at the desolate down¬ 
town Denver bus stop, Jeannie had every rea¬ 
son to look the other way. Exhaustion from 
working a double shift. Two sleeping children at 
home. And memories of a tough childhood, in¬ 
cluding taunts from black kids. 

But, when the guy with the shaved head knocked 
the black man's cap off and asked him, "Are you 
ready to die like a nigger?" Jeannie didn't hesi¬ 
tate. She didn't ponder what to do or try to slip 
away. Her mother raised her to believe that help¬ 
ing people and fighting injustice was her respon¬ 
sibility. 

She never even saw the gun. As she moved to 
pick up the cap and give help, Jeannie heard 
the shots. She felt the searing pain beneath her 
Colorado Avalanche hockey jacket as she fell. 
She saw the black man, Oumar Dia, a West Afri¬ 
can immigrant and a Hyatt Hotel bellhop, lying 
bleeding in the dingy glow of a street lamp. She 
tried to crawl to him but she couldn't move. In a 
matter of seconds, Mr. Dia's life was gone. Jeannie 
was paralyzed from the waist down, a bullet hav¬ 
ing severed her spine. 

Three days later, racist-skinhead Nathan Thill, 
19, admitted to shooting them both. A self-pro¬ 
claimed white supremacist. Thill called himself 
a "race warrior" and said he is a "national so¬ 
cialist—a nazi." 

In a chilling television interview. Thill said he 
and Mark Barnum, 24, had been drinking in a 
nearby lounge. They left, walked to the 16th 
Street Mall and then came upon the bus stop. 
He recounted his thoughts: "I'd seen the black 
guy at the bus stop and I kind of just thought 
to myself how he really didn't belong where 
he was at, and I thought how easy it would be 
for me to just take him out right there. Didn't 
seem like much to me." 

This nazi was equally cold in his description of 
the shooting of Ms. Van Velkinburgh. "I had a 
witness that had to be -taken care of," he told 
Channel 7. "I shot her a couple of times. She 


became my enemy within that minute because 
she witnessed it and she could take me down. 
I've thought about it as in a war; anybody who 
gets caught in the enemy's uniform is the en¬ 
emy and should be taken out." After the shoot¬ 
ing, Thill and Barnum went to a Colfax Avenue 
cafe, where they harassed a white man walking 
with a black man. They were arrested on Novem¬ 
ber 21. 



BONEHEAD BATTLEZONE 

The shootings of Dia (pronounced JAH) and Van 
Velkinburgh were not isolated incidents in the 
Denver area. In September, two racist skinheads 
(referred to as "boneheads") were accused of 
attacking a black motorist. Witnesses said that 
the men deliberately drove into the black 
man's car and then beat him when he got out 
to check on the damage to his vehicle. The 
men were shouting, "We want to kill niggers." 
On November 7, two heavily armed neo-nazis 
were arrested after a car chase with police. 

Then, on November 12, Denver police officer 
Bruce Vanderjagt was killed following a high¬ 
speed chase and shoot-out with neo-nazi Matt 
Jaehnig. It began with reports of a burglary by 


Jaehnig and 3 others. Following a car chase, 
Jaehnig entered an apartment complex and po¬ 
lice followed. Officer Vanderjagt was shot 15 
times. Jaehnig then killed himself with the 
policeman's gun. 

Dia and Van Velkinburgh were attacked at the 
bus stop on November 18. Just three hours later, 
a dead pig with officer Vanderjagt's name on it 
was found in the parking lot of his district po¬ 
lice substation. Police received numerous threat¬ 
ening calls from people using "Germanic refer¬ 
ences" such as those often used by nazis. 

Two nights later, police received a routine prowler 
call in West Denver. Officer Gregory Vacca re¬ 
sponded and was ambushed by hidden assail¬ 
ants with semiautomatic weapons. He was not 
hit. Police later arrested nazi bonehead Steven 
Duprey, 29, and found him in possession of co¬ 
caine, methamphetamine—and a 9mm semiau¬ 
tomatic handgun tucked in his waistband. Shell 
casings found at the scene where officer Vacca 
was ambushed matched the gun Duprey was car¬ 
rying. The shaven-headed Duprey was wearing a 
wig at the time of his arrest. 

On November 25, three white men in Grand Junc¬ 
tion, CO shouted racial insults at a black man, 
then attacked him with a baseball bat and a 
steel pipe. Victim Charles Ferribee, 32, escaped 
with a bloody nose. All three attackers were ar¬ 
rested. 

In another frightening development, it ap¬ 
pears that the nazis may have had a sympa¬ 
thizer on the police force. The Denver police 
department is investigating an officer for alleg¬ 
edly fraternizing with racist boneheads, and even 
giving them confidential information about po¬ 
lice investigations. 

ANTI-RACISTS ARRESTED 

Most skinheads are NOT racist. Some of the 
coolest, most serious ARA activists are skins. In 
spite of this fact, the media has been amaz¬ 
ingly stubborn in their effort to "inform" 
people that skinhead equals nazi. Predictably, 
the incidents in Denver reinforced this unfair 
stereotype.

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"Others Unknown 

The Nazi Conspiracy in the Oklahoma City Bombing 


When Terry Nichols and Tim McVeigh were charged with the 1995 Okla¬ 
homa City bombing, the grand jury specifically mentioned "others un¬ 
known" in the indictment. Recent developments suggest they were right. 
The bombing may have been discussed, planned and executed by a much 
wider neo-nazi network. 

The Kehoe Connection 


During Nichols' trial, nearly two dozen different witnesses offered various 
descriptions of other people they saw with McVeigh at key places and 
times in the days before the bombing. None of these individuals matched 
Nichols' description. At a Kansas truck rental company, for example, em¬ 
ployees say another man was with McVeigh when he rented the Ryder 
truck used in the bombing. Other witnesses reported seeing at least one 
other man with McVeigh just before the bomb was detonated. 


In January, the F.B.I. announced it is investigating whether another 
white supremacist, Chevie Kehoe, knew about the Oklahoma City bomb¬ 
ing before it happened! Kehoe, presently awaiting trial for a string of 
crimes in Ohio and Arkansas, may also have met with Oklahoma bomber 
Tim McVeigh months before the April 19 blast. 

A former manager of The Shadows Motel near Spokane, Washington says 
that Kehoe stayed at the motel. He reports that "days before the bomb¬ 
ing, he had mentioned to me that there's going to be something happen¬ 
ing on the 19th and its going to wake people up." According to the 
manager, Kehoe was "ecstatic" when a news bulletin reported the explo¬ 
sion and deaths, saying "it was about time." 


McVeigh's trial lawyer, Stephen Jones, is writing a book exploring the 
involvement of other possible racist suspects. Jones is expected to elabo¬ 
rate on evidence he was not allowed to introduce at trial indicating that 
terrorist attacks, including Oklahoma City, may have been planned in the 
white supremacist compound at Elohim City, OK. 

A state grand jury has already begun investigating various conspiracy 
questions. One neo-nazi brought before the grand jury said he would refuse 
to testify because it might incriminate him. But that man, Dennis Mahon, 
who operates a dial-a-racist hotline and who is a member of the White 
Aryan Resistance, denied he was involved in the bombing that killed 168 
people. 


The manager has also told authorities that Kehoe arranged to have an¬ 
other man stay at the motel a few months before the Oklahoma City bomb¬ 
ing. "I was introduced to a gentleman named Tim and I now believe he 
was Tim McVeigh." The manager described him as 
tall and slender with a military-style haircut. 

Chevie Kehoe faces trial in Ohio for a shootout with 
the police near the Aryan Nations headquarters in 
New Vienna, Ohio. He is also charged with several 
crimes in Arkansas, committed as part of an effort 
to create an all-white nation, the Aryan Peoples 
Republic. 

Nichols Trial Bombshells 

More proof of a terrorist conspiracy emerged in the trial of Terry Nichols. 
In a press conference shortly after the guilty verdict, the jury forewoman 
gave new voice to concerns about a broader conspiracy. "I think a deci¬ 
sion was made early on that McVeigh and Nichols were the ones they were 
looking for. The same resources were not used to try and find out who else 
might be responsible," Niki Deutchman said. 


Jury Finds Kehoe Brother Guilty 

In a related development, Chevie Kehoe's little brother, Cheyne, recently 
went to trial in Ohio on charges arising from his much 
televised gunfight with the police. He told the jury 
he was an innocent victim of his brother's bad influ¬ 
ence. He testified that "Chevie asked me to get in¬ 
volved in the Aryan Peoples Republic, a white su¬ 
premacist movement." Cheyne said his brother had 
talked about his involvement in the murders of an 
Arkansas gun dealer, his wife, and their 8 year-old 
daughter. 

So much for fascist family loyalty. But this effort to 
blame brother Chevie didn't fool the jury. They con¬ 
victed Cheyne on four charges, including attempted murder of a deputy 
sheriff. He faces over 25 years in prison. After his conviction, the younger 
Kehoe told authorities, "I do have knowledge of my brother's involvement 
in the bombing of a federal building." Stay tuned. There's bound to be 
more revelations in the near future about the fascist connections to ter¬ 
rorism—and Oklahoma City in particular.

The authorities have punished Chris for supporting the rights of 
other prisoners. He has been subjected to repeated strip searches 
and cell searches, sometimes every half-hour. Now he's being 
threatened with more criminal charges.

Colorado news reports bombarded the public with 
stories about the dangerous "skinhead move¬ 
ment." Even the President got in the act. Clinton 
denounced "the skinhead violence in Denver" 
and said a federal probe was underway. This kind 
of rhetoric caused anti-racist skins in Colo¬ 
rado and elsewhere to catch a lot of hell from 
people who mistakenly thought they were con¬ 
fronting nazis. Those good intentions were little 
consolation to the skinheads victimized by this 
unfair discrimination. In Denver, this confusion 
even led to the arrest and jailing of anti-racists 
for an alleged hate-crime. 

In the midst of the bonehead crime spree, a group 
of 6 young friends decided to walk down to the 
local convenient store for cigarettes. Some of 
them are skinheads, some of them 
aren't. Several of them are supporters 
of ARA and RASH (Red & Anarchist 
Skinheads) who are active against rac¬ 
ism. Once in the store, they were ap¬ 
proached by a black woman who got 
upset when she saw them. "Are you 
skinheads? Are you skinheads?" she 
yelled. She eventually struck one of the women 
in the group. Several of the anti-racists were 
arrested for "investigation of ethnic intimida¬ 
tion." The Denver media reported this as a hate 
crime. Once again repeating a stereotype, the 
New York Times headline on November 29 read 
"Skinheads Beat Up Black at 7-11." 

Fortunately, no charges were filed against our 
friends. The video and audio tape from the store 


were "inconsistent with the allegations" police 
said. This incident did give anti-racist skinheads 
a chance to publicize their existence and their 
views. Members of ARA were quoted in local and 
national news coverage saying "Being a skinhead 
has nothing to do with racism or nazis. We're 
just working-class kids who like the same type 
of music and like to hang out and have fun. 
Nazis are an abomination of the true skinhead 
culture. We do our best to fight racism." 

THE PEOPLE SPEAK 

It's tough to find a silver lining in stories 
about race hate and murder, but there were 
some signs of hope. Nearly 2000 people at¬ 
tended a rally against racism in downtown 
Denver, and there were meetings and rallies on 
local campuses. One speaker, a professor named 


Rob Prince, said "The failure of my generation 
was to defeat this ogre of racism. We did what 
we could. Now it's your turn. The working class 
of America is not only white. He (the racist gun¬ 
man) killed somebody who was going home af¬ 
ter work at a hotel. He killed his class brother." 
"Why must people die before people recognize 
that racism still exists?", asked 24 year-old col¬ 
lege student Anthony Grayson. "Why can't they 
have rallies like this before something happens?" 


The Colorado community of West African immi¬ 
grants pulled together to honor the memory of 
Oumar Dia. They described him as an honest, 
hard-working father of 3 who came to the U.S. 
to make a better life for his family. "We have a 
strong community here in Colorado, and we knew 
him as a good person. We were all shocked." 

And then there is good Samaritan Jeannie Van 
Velkinburgh. She spends much of her time these 
days lifting weights to build arm and shoulder 
strength so she can maneuver the weight of her 
lifeless lower body from bed to wheelchair. As¬ 
tonishingly, she says she has no regrets about 
stepping in to help a stranger. "My mother put 
me on this earth to help people, not to take 
people's lives. If everybody would work together 
as a team instead of enemies, our world would 
go a lot better." 

About the boneheads who murdered Dia 
and paralyzed her, Jeannie says "I hope 
they get life without parole. Why give 
them the death penalty? They should 
spend the rest their lives thinking 
about what they did to that man and 
what they did to me. Anyway, they ain't 
stopped me from here up" she says, pointing 
to her waist. 

Tomorrow and everyday when you wake up, re¬ 
member these victims of racial hatred. Do some¬ 
thing about it. Help build the ARA movement. 
And when the cynics tell you it's stupid to try, 
or that it's better to ignore the nazis, tell them 
about Oumar Dia and Jeannie Van Velkinburgh. 
One black. One white. Both victims of the "race war."

Mayhem in Memphis: 


Cops Cause a Riot 


Where there are Klan rallies, there are pro¬ 
testers. There are also police. Lots of police. And, 
occasionally at some point in the rally, the cops 
will go into battle-mode, teargassing and indis¬ 
criminately arresting protesters. That happened 
in Hamilton, OH, last fall. And that's what hap¬ 
pened January 17, Martin Luther King, Jr. Day, in 
Memphis, TN. As a result, what started as a beau¬ 
tiful, vocal protest of over 500 anti-racists turned 
into a small riot. 

According to many media reports on the 
events in Memphis, the 'disturbance' was caused 
by 'gang members' and 'people who burned a con¬ 
federate flag' during the rally. Neither of these 
factors had anything to do with starting the riot. 
Things started when the cops overreacted to pro¬ 
testers who were trying to get to the Klan, even 
though Klan members were never seriously in 
danger. 

Instead of just keeping the two sides apart, 
the police decided to gas the entire crowd. This 
turned a manageable protest against the Klan into 
a chaotic situation that left everyone fearing for 
their safety. I saw around 15 gas canisters at dif¬ 
ferent points in downtown Memphis. That isn't 
'crowd control', that's 'out-of control'. 


After the first round of gas grenades, the Klansmen were spirited away from 
the area while the protesters were left to endure the painful sensations that 
teargas produces, like loss of sight, difficulty in breathing and burning skin. 
The Klan was probably long out of Memphis while the cops continued to drive 
their cruisers recklessly through downtown streets without regard for who or 
what was in front of them. 

We don't want our protests turning into cop riots. And those in the crowd 
who trashed innocent peoples' cars and small businesses were misdirecting their 
•anger. But the riot in Memphis was not our fault. It was caused by the presence 
of organized hate and the reckless actions of the Klan's protectors, the police.

What law 

says, how it 
is enforced 

Answers to some commonly asked 
questions about Title IX 

Q: What is Titie IX? 

A: It is a federal law That prohibits sex 
discrimination at any educational institu¬ 
tion receiving federal aid. It is commonly 
thought of as a law that applies to colleges; 
it also applies to elementary and middle 
schools, high schools and grad schools. 

Q: What does the Saw say exactly? 

A: “No person in the United States shall, 
on the basis of sex, be excluded from par¬ 
ticipation in, be denied the benefits of. or 
be subjected to discrimination under any 
education program or activity receiving 
federal financial assistance/* 

Q: Where does it mention sports? 

A: It doesn’t But its language includes 
sports, and over time the law has come to 
be identified with the rise of women’s 
sports, though it has also been a catalyst in 
the advancement of women in academics. 

Q: OK, where does it mention women? 

A: It doesn’t. The law protects the un¬ 
derrepresented sex. Theoretically, that 
could mean men or boys at certain 
schools. But in practice it means women 
or girls in almost all cases. 






Males still dominate in cartoons

CHICAGO — We may have 
come a long way, baby, from the 
days of Betty Boop, but females are 
still portrayed as dummies in televi¬ 

sion cartoons. and this isn’t good for 
'{rids, researchers say. 

Male cartoon characters still 
outnumber female cartoon persona¬ 
lities by 4 to 1, the same as in the 
70s, when sexism dominated the 
airwaves even more than today, Drs. 
Mary Hudak and Cynthia Spicher of 
Allegheny College told participants 
Sunday at the 105th annual meeting 
of the American Psychological Asso¬ 
ciation. 

What’s more, though Homer 
Simpson epitomizes stupidity and

portray women 


his wife, Marge, his salvation, they are aberrations, the 
researchers said. They found that male _ cartoon char¬ 
acters are still portrayed for the most part as powerful ^ 
aggressive and dominating, while few female “toons. 

have much character at all/. 

This means young minds are getting the same kinds 
of sexist symbols that prevailed when female cops had to 
be gorgeous, as in Charlie's Angels, while men were ugly 


yet tough, such as Kojak. 

The researchers videotaped and 
categorized 118 cartoon characters 
from such animated features as 
Bugs Bunny, Teenage Mutant 
Ninja Turtles, Spiderrmn, Tick and 
Life With Louie. The characters 
were rated on sex, prominence, gen¬ 
der stereotyping, aggressive beha¬ 
viors and occupational roles. 

“Male characters were power¬ 
ful, strong, smart, aggressive and so 
on,” they said. “Occasionally there’s 
a token female cartoon character, 
but shels like lime Jell-0 — she’s 
bland,” Hudak said. 

Even though women’s occupa¬ 
tional roles have changed drastically 
during the past three decades, only a 
minute number of female cartoon 
were ’shown in such nontraditional roles as 
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characters 
doctors or police. 

. Cartoons today “are the kiddie version of what’s « 
portrayed on adult dramas at night,” the authors said. ^, 
They said change is needed because cartoons are 
depicting major differences in the status, behavior and 
capabilities of female and male characters. The younger 
generation needs to know this isn’t true.

buy a Bosstones recording soon. Then buy another one 
and give it to a friend. Check out the Bosstones tour 
dates and other information on their website. 

And remember, while so-called leaders—whether 
religious, political or corporate—take credit for things, 
millions of regular people are the ones who actually 
change the world; real heroes, like the Mighty, Mighty 
Bosstones. 
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Patti Smith - poet and punk rock star of the Seventies- was a cultural 
icon who symbolized rebellion and non-conformity. She’s back as 
strong as ever with a new album “Peace and Noise”. Here’s an excerpt 
from an interview she did with “The Progressive” Dec ’97. _ 
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Q: Almost twenty years ago, you wrote a song called “Citizen¬ 
ship.” But it seems to me your ideas have evolved. Can you de¬ 
scribe your sense of the role of the artist as citizen? 

Smith: My feelings about that are mixed. When I was younger, 
the last thing I wanted to be was a citizen. I wanted to be an 
artist and a bum—what Genet would call one of “the sacred 
bums of art.” That’s pretty much all I wanted to be. I was con¬ 
cerned about certain things—about censorship, about nuclear 
power, about the Tibetan situation, and the famine in Ethiopia. 
I did have concerns, but still, as an artist and a human being and 
an American, I was basically self-centered. I didn’t really have 
an understanding of what it was like to be a citizen. 

In 1979, when I moved to Detroit to live with Fred, my life 
changed drastically. I came to understand George Washington’s 
quote after he left the Presidency, when he said, “I have re¬ 
sumed my life as a citizen.” I took comfort from that, because I 
actually became “as a citizen.” 

We had children. We had a house. We faced financial strug- 
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canal that often flooded—sandbagging in the middle of the 
night. I had to wash diapers and clean toilet bowls and nurse 
sick children and find time to do art. 

I had to get up at five in the morning and write before the 
baby woke up. My art didn’t suffer. My work actually flourished 
in that period because I learned new disciplines. I had to become 
much more focused in those time periods when I could work. 

I gained a lot of respect for people. It’s not my bent. I’m just 
not a middle-class person. I don’t have middle-class sensibilities, 
desires. But I would never again be so snooty about the middle 
class and middle-class struggles. ^

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SOUTH SALEM RESIDENTS RALLY AGAINST VOLKSFRONT: Seventy South Salem residents and 
teachers from South Salem High School held a rally Oct. 19 th to protest the distribution of racist fliers by the 
Portland-based neo-Nazi group Volksfront. The fliers were distributed near the home of a Jewish South Salem 
High teacher. Speaking the day before the rally, South Salem teacher Malvina Holloway told reporters that 
Volksfront crossed the line between recruitment and threatening behavior when they appeared to single out one 
person. Holloway told reporters that the leafletting “makes me more resolute” to oppose bigotry. The day of the 
rally, South Salem High teacher Andy Goldsin told reporters that “It’s frightening that something like this could 
happen, but the people who came out today show[ed] that the community won’t accept this” (Salem Statesman 
Journal , Oct. 19; Oct. 20). 

The literature distribution signaled the stepped-up efforts of Volksfront to build its Salem chapter. The leaflets 
distributed by Volksfront included a swastika-like symbol, contained headlines such as “Race Over All,” and read 
in part: 

“The Volksfront is striving to restore self-determination to our Folk in North America. We wish to end alien 
influences in our nation and preserve our nation’s (race’s) wealth for its own children. The care of a culture should 
be entrusted to members of the race that produced it.” 
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Alabama church burned after Klan rally 
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Rev. Joe Lewis Dees, pastor of the burned church, wonders if there was a Klan connection. 


M obile, Ala. — Four of the 
five white youths indicted 
on August 1 for burning down a 
black church in southern Alaba¬ 
ma attended a Ku Klux Klan ral¬ 
ly two days earlier. Baldwin 
County prosecutor David Whet¬ 
stone said they were “young peo¬ 
ple agitated by Klansmen.” 

The youths are not known to 
be Klan members, but Alan 
Odom, one of the five who was 
indicted, told a reporter that the 
Klan rally created an atmosphere 
of “black hate.” “ They’d just had 
le KKK rally, got everybody

b lack,” Odom said in an inter- 
vievTlbefore he was charged 


In late August, three addition¬ 
al white youths were indicted for 
their accessory roles in the fire. 

The June 30 burning of St. 
Joe Baptist Church in 
Little River was the latest | 
in a rash of church £ 
arsons across the South | 
that began in 1995. Most 1 
of the arsons were not 5 
found to be racially = 
motivated, but a federal 
task force is looking into 
the Alabama case. 

The rally by the 
Alabama White Knights 
of the Ku Klux Klan in 
Tensaw, 10 miles from 
Little River, drew about 
75 people. During all thej 


speeches, shouts of “White Pow- ^ 
er” reverberated throughout the * 
crowd. One speaker said the 1 
future of the Klan lies with chil- ^ 
dren. Several speakers made | 
clear their hatred of blacks, g 
referring to them as “beasts,” as £ 
well as their dislike of Jews, His- 5 
panics and homosexuals. 

The indicted youths who 
attended the rally were Odom, 
18; Jeremy Boone, 19, who 
attended with his father; a rela¬ 
tive, Brandy Boone, 18; and 
Michael Paul Woods, 18. 

Two days later, the four 
teens, along with 21-year-old 
Kenneth Cumbie, allegedly 
decided to burn an abandoned 
car but couldn’t find it. Officials 
allege that Brandy Boone yelled.

But 
the same report made clear that 
racism was involved in many 
church burnings, and that mem¬ 
bers and former members of 
hate groups were linked to some 
of them.

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DUKE WINS GOP POST

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ARA Disrupts Detroit Area Nazi Concert 

On Sat. evening Nov. 29, ARA organized a 
demonstration against a Resistance Records concert in a 
suburban Detroit VFW hall. Resistance Records is the 
largest and most notorious racist record lable around. 

The featured band was Steel Cap. ARA had contacted 
the VFW prior to the show to see about getting them to 
cancel, but their lawyers balked for the fear of a petty 
lawsuit. 

Leafletting in the neighborhood prior to the 
event revealed strong, but passive support for what we 
were doing. Apparently the area has historically been all- 
white, but recently some African-American families have 
been moving there. The fascists were trying to play on 
any local white fears to get a foothold in this area. 

There was a strong police presence. We took 2 
arrests. One nazi was arrested, but for what, we don't 
know. The charges are all misdemeanors and for the 
most part trumped up. 

The action was a success, but not really a victory. 

It was successful in that we mobilized about 80-100 
ARA'ers from 10 chapters and we definitely made our 
presence known to the boneheads. We succeeded in 
turning away a few cars of people coming to the show. 

Their attendance was small and they knew they could w^ u "te’saidtt' eQe t l, “\opns° nsm *i‘ fc- 
only have their show in peace due to the police ^f^rtset 
presence. But it wasn’t a ’victory 1 because we could not 
shut it down. 

The cops were doing their best to be 
provocative, but ARA'ers were very good about not 
engaging with them in any foolish confrontations. As for 
chapters represented, there was Detroit, Macomb, Ann 
Arbor, Lansing, Traverse City, Columbus, Yellow 
Springs, as well as Toronto, Montreal, and 
KitchenerA/Vaterloo. This action can only serve to 
strengthen ARA's presence in the Detroit area.

s it me, or is the left completely nuts? I won’t 
bore you with the details of October’s Media 
and Democracy Congress, but suffice it to say 
that the left is still in fine form, completely 
ignoring anything that really matters to the 
American public.

No. The person reading this would probably sympathize with 
the one who wrote the flier I saw at the media congress announc¬ 
ing a “Stop Police Brutality Demonstration.” The flier promised 
a rally “from 4 p.m. until the truth comes out!” Until the truth 
comes out? Let me tell you, friend, the truth ain’t ever coming out 
to vour rally, and neither is Tony the furnace installer, ’cau se he’s 
got mouths to feed. B ut you don’t really want him there anywavT 
do you? What you really mean by saying that the demonstration is 
going to last “until the truth comes out” is that it will go deep into 
the night, until all self-serving, attention-starved “lefties” have had 
their hour and fifteen minutes at the podium. Get a clue! Go away! 

Is it true what they say about “the left”—that it loves humanity 
but loathes people? I want to let you in on a little secret I’ve dis¬ 
covered: “ The people” are already way ahead of “the left.” After 
years of being downsized, rightsized, re-engineered and forced 
to work longer hours for less pay and fewer benefits, they already 
know from their personal experience that our economic system 
is unfair, unjust and undemocratic.

They know you won’t ever go have a beer with them, or talk to 
them about how the Indians did in the Series. Christ, can you even 
name a single Cleveland Indian? 

And why should you? You’ve got The Nation and Pacifica, 
the food co-op and your Working Assets credit card. Don’t get me 
wrong—I love The Nation and Pacifica and food co-ops and not 
supporting Citibank. But if you stop there and refuse to partici¬ 
pate in the real world, how are you ever going to effect change^ 
Back in the eighties thousands of you went to Nicaragua in Sandi- 
nista brigades. Yes, that was important work; our government 
was killing innocent people. But I never saw a single one of you 
come to Flint while the world’s largest company was destroying 
the lives of 30,000 families. Where were you when we needed 
you? The people in Flint were ready—Jesse Jackson beat Dukakis 
by a 9-to-l margin there. In the white suburbs, Jackson beat him 
by a 4-to-l margin! You should have come! The right wing did. 
They organized the Michigan Militia. It’s no accident that Terry 
Nichols is from the Flint area. 

Here’s the part I don’t get. Remember the antiwar movement, 
when we didn’t have the American public on our side and actually 
had to go out and convince people the war was wrong? That was 
tough, but we did it. These days, the difficult organizing work has 
already been done for us by Big Business. It has spent the past 
decade destroying the middle class and brutalizing the poor. Beat¬ 
ing up on the poor, 1 get—that’s the way it’s always been. But the 
middle class? What a stupid error in judgment—and now there are 
millions of Americans waiting to vent their anger and frustration. 


And where are we ? Inside New York’s Cooper Union chant¬ 
ing for Mumia! I want Mumia to live, I’ve signed the petitions, 
I’ve helped pay for the ads—hell, I’ll personally go and kick the 
butt of the governor of Pennsylvania! But, for chrissakes, the 
woman working at Sears just wants to be able to spend an hour 
with her kids before she heads off to Denny’s. Can’t we help 
her? Do you want to help her? 

It’s taken me a while to figure it all out, and after last month’s 
Media and Democracy Congress I think I have the answer: Be¬ 
cause “the left” has lost so many battles, it now doesn’t know how 
to live any other way. It’s kind of scary, isn’t it, to think that we 
could actually reach a mass audience.. Or that after all these years 
of failure, real change could actually occur in our lifetime. Better 
to fight among ourselves! It’s an uncomfortable, unfamiliar feel- yj 


ing, isn’t it, to get a whiff of a real populist progressive imovement 
taking shape. Better that we keep those furnace installers a'nd bus 
drivers away from us—they don’t read Chomsky anyway! 

The signs are everywhere, but “the left” can’t read a road map. 
There’s a whole New Politics taking place, and it’s being led by 
U.P.S. drivers and Borders bookstore workers. I say, with all due 
affection and appreciation for all of you and your causes, get over 
yourselves, start talking like a real person, then start talking to 
real people. You could begin by hitting 0 every time you get a 
robot when you call 411. Have a chat with the human operator— 
the phone company will eventually have to hire more of them. 
Or sponsor a bowling team and put the name of your local Labor 
Party or environmental group on their shirts. Or try bowling 
yourself. It’s where you’ll meet Americans. ■

Abortion: can we go beyond both sides?

I remember the day we went to 
the clinic. We prayed and parked 
across the street. We took our signs 
and joined the sidewalk litany in front 
of the clinic. We walked and prayed. 
One middle-aged man sang hymns 
off-key as he plodded along. Behind 
him a mother rolled her baby and 
hummed lullabies. In stony silence, a 
young republican student marched 
along. An elderly woman crossed her¬ 
self and prayed softly. We were there 
to protest the abortions taking place in 
that building. 

The sun bristled and the heat beat 
down. Then they came. The pro- 
choicers. They sat on the steps hurling 
slogans and obscenities at us, season¬ 
ing it with potshots at religion. One of 
their men stood near us, and his eyes 
fixed upon me with a hostile gaze. 
Cars honked as they drove by. It was a 
horrible place. Trying to ignore the 
distractions around me, I put one foot 
in front of the other and tried to focus 
on what I had come to do, which was 
to pray for the women having an abor¬ 
tion that day. 


ON THE RAZOR’S EDGE 

But I found my mind wandering. I 
almost began to weep that day, not 
because I stood in front of an abortion 
clinic, but because I stood on the razor’s 
edge of the great abortion divide, and 
because there seemed to be no com¬ 
mon ground. No place for dialogue, no 
place for compromise, and definitely 

no place for a religious woman like 

myself in the women’s movement. It’s 
hard to place your feet on common 
ground, when all you have to stand on 
are circular arguments, belittling epi¬ 
thets, hollow rhetoric, and rudeness— 
it’s not just the pro-choicers who be¬ 
have abominably on the picket line, 
lest we forget the violence against 
abor tion providers. The violent ac- 
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tions of a few were quickly apologized 
for by the mainstream pro-life move ¬ 
ment. But its hesitancy t o take respon- 
sibilitv for fostering an atmosphere 

which is likely to provoke violence, is 

what prevents them from washing the 

bloody stains of Brookline from thei r 

own hands. 

The abortion debate has ground to 
a hostile stalemate on the clinic door¬ 
step. Clinic workers fear that another 
gun-toting Salvi, nourished on the gory 
rhetoric of protest, lurks behind the 
placards of peaceful protesters. Abor¬ 
tion rights protesters fear that their 
right to protest a perceived moral evil 
will be trampled by legislation, their 
message about God loving everyone 
is peppered with the bullet holes of 
violence. 

CONCERN FOR WOMEN 

The stagnating polarization of the 
abortion controversy is painfully ob¬ 
vious. Its origin lies shrouded in ste¬ 
reotyping, dogmatic ideology, heart¬ 
felt emotion and deeply-held convic¬ 
tion. Both sides are responsible for the 
polarization of the debate. It’s time to 
build a bridge across the great abortion 
divide. Despite their differences, the 
opposing camps share a concern fo r 

women . Encouraged to “do it all,” 
women are trapped between the com¬ 
peting demands of motherhood and 
professional life with little support and 
heavy responsibility. Abortion gives 
men a means of denying responsibility 
for fertility, shackling women with the 
obligation to “take care of it.” Lax 
laws allow deadbeat dads to avoid 
child support, while lower wages for 
women force single mothers to 
struggle. Improved contraception for 
women, funding for day care, tax cu ts 

for working families, equal pay fo r 

equal work, deadbeat dad pay-up plans, 

improved adoption services, and fos¬ 

te r care reto rm, are all potential issues 
for common ground; 
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It is time to begin a respectful 
dialogue that encourages communica¬ 
tion and cooperation. Both sides must 
renounce rhetorical stereotyping. An¬ 
tiabortion rights supporters should stop 
caricaturing its opponents as bra-burn¬ 
ing liberal sluts out to vacuum every 
womb dry. Likewise, some in the pro- 
choice camp needs to stop depicting 
their enemies as ignorant buffoons 
overcome by religious fanaticism. 

With 1.5 million abortions peryear 
in the United States, both sides need to 
engage in a dialogue about the circum¬ 
stances that lead women to choose 
abortion. It is tragic that women get 
pregnant because they are lack birth 
control. It is tragic that teenagers get 
pregnant because they think that a 
baby will provide them with uncondi¬ 
tional love. 

Although they will continue to 
disagree on many things, both sides 
agree that reducing the need for abor¬ 

tions is a worthy goal. Sex education, 
self-esteem building for young people , 

and community mentors are among 

t he strategies that can help to reduce 

the number of unwanted pregnancies, 
and as a result, the abortion rate. 

I never went back to that clinic, 
although I attended other pro-life dem¬ 
onstrations over the next couple of 
years. My thinking began to change i 
about the abortion issue, and I now 
support a wom an’s right to choose I 

’abortion! 

However, feminist talk of libera¬ 
tion and celebration of the right to | 
abort “just cells” still evokes a repre- 
hensive shudder in my soul, because 
abortion is about loss. If we can begin 
a dialogue, and learn to place our feet 
on common ground, then we will find 
a way across the great abortion divide.

Racist and anti-Semitic cassette 
tapes allegedly from Resist ances 
Records were han ded out at a 
high school .4 
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O rlando, Fla. — In April a 
28-year-old telemarketer 
sat in a rented storage space near 
this resort community, putting 
the final touches on 14 pipe 
bombs. Todd Vanbiber, officials 
say, was connecting three bombs 
to a timer when one of them 
exploded in his face. 

It was a bad day for Vanbiber, 
a one-time rock-’n’-roll musi¬ 
cian who now faces sentencing 
on explosives charges. But it may 
have been a stroke of luck for 
authorities. 

Thanks to documents found 
with Vanbiber, state and federal 
agents are investigating his high- 
level ties to the National 

Alliance, one of America’s lead¬ 

ing neo-Nazi groups. And 
they’re looking into a previously 
little-known white supremacist 
network that may have secret 
cells in a dozen states. 

The League of the Silent Sol- 
dier^ according to the docu¬ 
ments, was building a national 
network of teams that apparent¬ 
ly planned to fund itself through 
violent crime, forgery, car theft 
and fraud. 

“We’re looking at this 
nationwide,” said Ray Velboom, 
an intelligence specialist with 
the Florida Department of Law 
Enforcement. “The materials 
we found indicate the League 


had an underground network g 
operating in at least 12 states at ^ 
one time.” 

It’s not clear what Vanbiber 
intended to do with his bombs. 
But authorities searching his 
storage unit found National 
Alliance propaganda, tapes of 
speeches by Alliance leader 
William Pierce, body armor and 
manuals for manufacturing bio¬ 
chemical poisons. They also 
found evidence that Vanbiber 
was no mere foot soldier. A let¬ 
ter from Pierce invites Vanbiber 
to attend an exclusive Leader¬ 
ship Conference hosted by the 
National Alliance in 1996. 

The Center monitors the 
National Alliance through its 
Klanwatch project. In 1996, the 
Center won a $85,000 judgment 
against Pierce himself for his role 
in a fraudulent scheme to hide the 
assets of another white suprema¬ 
cist group, the Church of the Cre¬ 
ator (COTC), from the estate of 
Harold Mansfield, a black sailor 
killed by a COTC member. 

Alliance members questioned 

Investigators have questioned 
five Florida members of the West 
Virginia-based National Alliance, 
including Tampa leader Victor 
Heath. Searches of their homes 
turned up weapons, officials say, 
but none of the five was arrested. 


Four days before the explo¬ 
sion, Heath and others met pri¬ 
vately with Pierce, who describes 
his organization as legal and 
nonviolent. Officials don’t know 
what transpired at the meeting. 

Pierce has been in the lime¬ 
light since revelations that Okla¬ 
homa City bomber Timothy 
McVeigh was a devotee of 
Pierce’s apocalyptic novel The 
Turner Diaries. The book is 
highlighted by the bombing of a 
federal building that has eerie 
similarities to the blast that 
killed 168 people in 1995. 

It isn’t clear what role the 
League of the Silent Soldier may 
have in the Vanbiber case or 


what, if any, connections it has 
to the National Alliance. Officials 
don’t know how many adherents 
the League has, or if it’s still 
active. The latest League docu¬ 
ments found with Vanbiber dat¬ 
ed to 1995. 

But documents make clear 
that the League, which was 
active by 1991, was built as a 
network that sees the federal 
government as its enemy. A 
Dallas “team leader” using the 
name Mark Liner sent out a 
recruiting letter in 1991. It 
described the League as a net¬ 
work for defense of “Aryans... 
from the evil that haunts our 
land,” and said “sector teams” 
existed in eight states (by 1992, 
the League had expanded to 12 
states). The letter demanded 
members use aliases and swear 
oaths of silence. 

Active in other states 

In a 1992 letter, Liner exults 
over the addition of a “very 
paramilitary” team in Kentucky. 
He lists 11 other states in which 
the League was active: Arizona, 
California, Iowa, Louisiana, 
Massachusetts, Missouri, New 
Mexico, Pennsylvania, Ten¬ 
nessee, Texas and Utah. 

The letters give a sense of 
League members, from “hard 
core right wing” to others with 


expertise in art design and com¬ 
puters. Many have training in 
combat, weaponry, sharpshoot¬ 
ing and survival techniques. 

In a 1993 letter, Liner wel¬ 
comed Vanbiber into the League. 
By then the former heavy-metal 
musician had moved from Mis¬ 
souri to Florida. Liner’s letter to 
Vanbiber said “the title of Lone 
Wolf would fit your roaming 
from state to state” and suggest¬ 
ed he might soon work as a 
team leader. 

Officials also seized a copy 
of the League’s manual, which 
includes instruction on con¬ 
verting legal guns into illegal 
automatics, “legalizing” stolen 
cars, forging money orders, 
buying military equipment and 
explosives and monitoring law 
enforcement agencies’ radio 
traffic. 

The League was active 
enough in 1995 to warrant an 
Associated Press article reported 
from Salt Lake City. The story 
described the network as active 
throughout the West and said 
Utah members were distributing 
bomb-making accomplices. 

Vanbiber’s arrest has opened 
a window onto the League, and 
now the Bureau of Alcohol, 
Tobacco and Firearms is lead¬ 
ing a search for his possible 
accomplices.
